Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 64-73 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Applicant's amendment and convincing remarks filed July 20, 2005 have overcome the 

rejections of record. The references including Garten et al (Advance Material article), Yu 
(6,441,395), Woo (2001/0026878), of record, alone or in combination, do not anticipatively 
disclose each and every aspect of the claimed method for forming an electroluminescent device, 
or fairly make a prima facie obvious case of the claimed method, in combination with other 
processing claimed limitations, as in base claim 64, the inclusion of forming a semiconducting 
region over the first charge carrier injecting layer, the semiconducting region comprising a first 
semiconducting polymer layer comprising a first semiconducting polymer adjacent to a second 
semiconducting polymer layer comprising a second semiconducting polymer; wherein the step of 
forming the semiconducting region comprises depositing the second semiconducting polymer 
over the first semiconducting polymer layer from a solvent in which the first semiconducting 
polymer is soluble; and as in base claim 73, the inclusion of forming a layer comprising 
PEDOT:PSS over the anode electrode layer; forming a semiconducting region over the anode 
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electrode layer, the semiconducting region comprising a first semiconducting polymer layer 
comprising a first semiconducting polymer adjacent to a second semiconducting polymer layer; 
and forming a cathode electrode layer over the semiconducting region; wherein the step of 
forming the semiconducting region comprises depositing the second semiconducting polymer 
over the first semiconducting polymer layer from a solvent in which the first semiconducting 
polymer is soluble.
